—The Dominion 
Line will add a new steamship to its lleet 
during the coining season. The new steam- 
ship which is nearly liuishedin the shipping 
yard of Hartford & Wolfe, Belfast, is culh-d 
the "Plassey." She is principally u cattle 
and freight boat, with a capacity for carry- 
ing four thousand tons of cargo. At the 
beginning of tin' season the Dominion Line 
will inaugurate a weekly service between 
Montreal and Bristol, points to which 
hitherto the service has been a twenty-four 
days one. 

A Lniirlcr Liberal Club. 

Quebec, March IS. — The Liberals of this 
city have decided to organize a club to be 
known as the Laurier Club, which it is 
intended gradually to extend to all the 
counties in the district. The organization 
will superintend the revision of the Voters' 
lists and distribute campaign literature. 

Quebec Political CliiingeH. 

Quebec, March 18.— The Chronicle says : 
"Should Mr. Chaplcau withdraw from public 
life, Hon. Mr. DeBoucherville will be appoint- 
ed Lieut. Governor, and Mr. Angers might 
then re enter the Ottawa Cabinet, as he has 
still another year to serve, and will serve ii 
out, if no change be made elsewhere."

to him.

Trains uro 
running, but a good deal behind time. 



TROUBLE FEARED. 

Anticipations of a Tragedy at Sen Between a 
Wronged Husband anil Ills Hlval. 

New York, March IS. — The Sun, this 
morning, publishes sensational details of the 
quarrel between ,Lis. Coleman Drayton and 
Halett Alsop Borrowe, well-known Ameri- 
cans, llolh men are passengers on the 
White Star steamer Maj istic, which left 
Queonstown for New York, Wednesday 
night, ami it is possible that the trouble 
between the men may culminate in a 
tragedy on shipboard. Borrowe is a son 
ol Samuel Borrowe, Vico- President of the 
Equitable Assurance Society. Mr. Dray- 
ton is a native of Philadelphia, and 
is of excellent family. His wife is Augusta, 
third daughter of Mr. and Mis. William 
Astor. For two months the American col- 
onics of London and Paris have heard vague 
rumors of a prospective duel between Mr. 
Borrowe and Mr. Drayton, growing out of 
suspicions entertained by Drayton, which 
Birrowe has always declared lo be entirely 
p'atonio. Friends of Mr. Borrowe say tbil 
Mr. Drayton recently made charges against 
his wife to her parents, and that they 
agreed to pay him $5,000 a year and §15,- 
UOU for the children who remain under her 
Cure, but that if she kept up her acquaint- 
ance with Borrowe the children and their 
$10,000 income should come under the 
charge of Mr. Drayton. 

In the fall of last year Mr. Drayton and 
his wife and children came to Europe. Mr. 
Borrowe arrived in London in .January, 
Soon after his arrival Mr. Drayton found 
Mr. Borrowe and Mrs. Drayton lunching 
together at the Midland Grand Hotel. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Borrowo's friends Mr. Dray- 
ton came upon them accidentally, with two 
detectives, and said, "Ah, caught you 
again. \\ hen are you two going to bolt ?" 
Then he left the room. It was not long af- 
terwards that a correspondence extend- 
ing over a considerable period en- 
sued between the two men, in 
which Mr. Drayton endeavored to 
bring about a duel. Mr. Borrowe was 
ready enough, but his seconds, Harry Vane 
Milbank, a famous duellist, and Edward 
Pox, refused to allow him to tight, on the 
ground that Dtttyton'a conduct in accepting 
money and the fact that he had been sus- 
picious of his wife for live yours before be 
had challenged Borrowe, forfeited his right 
to ask for the satisfaction of a gentleman. 
Botrowe telegraphed to bis friends in America 
sonio time ago that he would sail on the 
Majestic on Wednesday. A week ago he 
postponed his departure for a week, and he 
learned only on the Wednesday afternoon 
the steamship sailed that Drayton was 
hoard. Fearing that the circumstance that 
he had announced his own departure by 
the Majestic and hud not sailed by her 
while Drayton had, might lend color to 
Drayton's charge that Borrowe was afraid 
of him, Mr. Borrowe started for Queens- 
town at an hour's notice. This is the 
rea»on why there may be a tragedy on 
board, though Milbink, who is with 
Borrowe, will do his best to prevent it.

Year. 



THROUGH CHOW'S NEST. 



The C. P. R. Atlvise the Ottawa Gov 
eminent that They will Build 
Through the Pass. 



it will be Made Their Main Line— 
The Oufwaiil Trip can be Made 
in Seventy-'! wo Hours- 

Information reached this city yesterday 
that the Canadian Pacilie Railway Co. had 
advised Ihe Government at Ottawa that 
they will begin construction through Crow's 
Nest Pass early this year. This means the 
extension of their line, now built bpyond 
port Maeleod, on through the Crow's Nest 
Pass, and the Kootenay and Okonagan dis- 
tricts to a junction with their present line. 
This will shorten the time between the 
Coast and Montreal by fully a day, and Van 
Home when last in Yietoria stated that if 
this route were finally adopted, they could 
make the run from Vancouver lo Montreal 
in seventy-two hours. It has now been 
adopted, and when completed will form the 
main line for all through business. 

The decision of the C. P. R. to build 
through the Crow's Nest Pass will neces- 
sarily mean tho taking over by that com- 
pany of the charter and land grant of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Railway, now held by 
Col. Baker and associates, and will alsc 
mean Ihe developmtnt of the extensive eoa 
fields on the British Columbia aide of the 
mountains, said to be the largest coal fields 
on the continent. 



A Labor Department. 

London, March 10. — The feeling here, is 
increasing in furor of improving the posi- 
tion of the Labor Bureau, which has been 
so ably managed by Mr. John C. Burnett, 
whose latest contribution to the literature 
of labor is a statistical history of trades 
unionism since 1848 to the present time. 
The labor correspondent complains that a 
large number of unions will not render him 
and their own cauao assistance by furnish- 
ing replies to bis circulars asking for infor- 
mation. The chief sulferers, of course, ure 
tho workers themselves. All the leading 
unions, however, responded. In 1S0O there 
was a great improvement in tho condition 
of tho workers. An addition of 150,000 
members and £200,000 look placo in that 
year to trades unionism. Of the 259 
societies and unions which sent in returns, 
the total income was £1,160,000, and the 
expenditure £860,000. These unions 
started in 1891 witli a balance in their 
favor of a million and a quarter sterling. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Out., March IS.— Mr. Lister 
made a motion respecting the production of 
papers in connection with the London elec- 
tion trial. 'The speaker ruled him out of 
ordcf as no notice had been given. 

Hon. G. 15. Foster reaffirmed his decision 
to deliver his budget speech on Tuesday 
next. 

Mr. Landerkin said a Montreal cattle 
dealer had been informed by cable that 
Canadian cattle bad been scheduled in Eng. 
land. Ho therefore asked if tho Govern- 
ment had any information on the subject. 
Hon. Mr. Tupper said he had no informa- 
tion on the subject, and did not believe it 
wus true. 

The House went into Committee of Supply 
und made good progress. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said it had been 
reported that, owing to the failtiro of 
Baring Bros., a considerable amount of the 
3 per cent, loan had been thrown back into 
the hands of the Government. 

Hon. Mr. Foster— Not a dollar of the 3 
per cent, loan has come back. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked if the Gov- 
ernment proposed to continue its arrange- 
ment with Baring Bros. 

Hon. Mr. Foster explained that the Gov- 
ernment hud given a year's notice, so that 
they could be in a position to make a new 
arrangement prior to January 1, ISO.'!. 
Steps were now under way toward a re- 
arrangement, but he was not at liberty to 
state what had been done. 

On the Interior department estimates, 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney announced that it was 
proposed to reinstate Mr. Burgess iu the 
position of Deputy Minister. 

After recess Hon. Mr. Tupper's bill, re- 
specting the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries and for tho development of the 
seal fisheries, was read a third time. 

In supply there wus again a lively dis- 
cussion in reference to Sir Charles Tupper's 
salary und traveling expenses to Canada 
last year. Hon. Mr. Laurier said that Sir 
Charles' charges for expenses were 
outrageous. Mr. Davis said Sir Charles 
came to Canada for the purpose of abusing 
his political opponents. Sir John Thompson 
denied Mr. Davis' statement, and said Sir 
Charles came from England at the request 
of the Government lo take part in the com- 
mercial communications with the United 
States, which were imminent at that time. 
The item eventually passed, and the House 
adjourned at 0:30 p.m. 

The trade returns trow better each suc- 
ceeding month. The exports for tho last, 
eight months show the extraordinary in- 
crease of 11,000.000 over last year, the total 
being $81,000,000. The imports show a de- 
crease of $1 50.0,000. The duly had fallen 
off $2,500,000. 

The members for British Columbia inter- 
viewed Premier Abbott to-day in reference 
to the proposed enforcement of the cattle 
quarantine regulations. The British Co- 
lumbia deputation claimed that there 
wus no likelihood of any disease 
being carried into the Territories. No 
c-ittle were coming Fast, over the Rockies. 
The First minister pointed out that the 
question was a very important one to tho 
whole Dominion. If Canada were scheduled 
it meant the loss of more than a million dol- 
lars annually, and therefore be hoped 
the Government would take every 
precaution to prevent the slight- 
est possibility of Canada being placed 
on the scheduled list. Premier Abuott g 
the deputation to understand that much as 
he might desire lo meet their wishes, it \va 
extremely likely the order for the enforce- 
ment of the quarantine regulations would 
have to be sent forward. The deputation 
met the announcement in a philosophic 
spirit, and take this position that, if in the 
interests of the Dominion it was necessary 
for the province to make a concession of 
this kind, they hoped the Government 
would not fail to deal liberally with them in 
any other matter which might come up uf 
fecting the interests of British Columbia, It 
was learned, this evening, that the order 
for the enforcement of the regulations had 
actually Ween dispatched. 

Mr. Mara's bill, respecting the Nelson it 
Fort Sheppard railway, was read a second 
time. 

H. L. Good, of Ntnaiino, has been ap- 
pointed a preventive officer of the Customs, 

The British Columbia members stute 
that the steamer Douglas will be presented 
to the Provincial Government for any pur- 
pose they may desire to put tho vessel to, 
but chiefly to explore Ihe fishing banks. 

Hon. Mr. Haggart has been notified by 
the Canadian Pacific, today, that they pro 
posed to build a line through Crows Nest, 
this year, and legislation will he asked for 
during the present session. The announce- 
ment bus created u good deal of interest 
among the British Columbia members. 
They say Ihe Government possesses infor- 
mation that three or four lines can be 
located through the pass, and therefore 
there is no reason why the British Columbia 
Southern, and the Gait road should not be 
chartered through the puss. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Keller of Itussln. 

Libau, March IS. — The unloading of tho 
cargo brought by the steamship Indiana 
from Philadelphia for the relief of the Rus- 
sian famine sufferers was finished yesterday. 
The lirst train load was dispatched to the 
distressed districts amid great ceremonies, 
American and Russian ollieials toasting the 
health of the Czar and President Harrison, 
amid the playing of tho national airs of the 
two countries. 

Bnlmnccdnn General'* Trial Ended. 

Valparaiso, March 17. — Procurator- 
Fiscal Rivas has sent in his findings in tho 
case of tho /Ulniucedin General, Velasquez. 
In Rivas' opinion VehiBquez deserved the 



death penalty for usurpation of power, con- 
spiracy, etc. Ho recommends that if the 
death sentence ho commuted Velasquez be 
deprived of his civil rights. It is probable 
ho will be banished. 

St. Patrick's i»uy in Parliament. 

London, March 17.— In tho Commons, 
to-day, Mr. Nolund moved to adjourn dis- 
cussion on the vote for the Irish Teachers' 
Fund, on the ground that most of the Irish 
members were absent because of St. Pat- 
rick's Diy. Mr. Balfour said this was no 
fault of the Government, and after further 
debate invoked closure, Mr. Nolund's 
motion being defeated, 121 to 41. The 
Irish members then withdrew in a body. 
Messrs. Conybeare and Libouehero pro- 
tested against, the Government's course, 
when Balfour again moved the closure, 
adopting the teachers' fund grant byllU 
to 17. 

Ireland nl tile World's Fair. 

London, March 17.— In the House of 
Commons John O'Connor raised the ques- 
tion of Irish representation on the British 
World's Fair Commission. Attorney- 
General Webster replied that out of the 
twenty members on the list, nine of them 
were Irish, and if the Irish members bunded 
in other names they would he added to the 
committee. Care would be taken to see 
that the wishes of the Irish members were 
carefully considered.

I»Ir lit Britain Iu Egypt, 

Cairo, March 17.— The presence at Alex- 
andria of nine English iron-clads and the 
non-arrival of the Turkish vessels bringing 
the Sultan's envoy, calls forth general com- 
ment in political and diplomatic circles as 
revealing the somewhat strained relations 
between England and Turkey. It seems 
that the sending of the firman ol investiture 
to the Khedive was secretly decided on at 
Constantinople last week, which decision 
Sir Clare Ford divulged. Suspecting the 
eagerness of the British embassy to announce 
the sending of the firman, und "thut the Eng- 
lish admiralty had jirranged to make a naval 
demonstration which would'neutralize in the 
eyes of the Egyptians the effect of the fi i man 
18 an assertion of the sovereign rights of the 
Sultan, the Porte adj turned the despatch 
of the firman. The delay is further justified 
on account of the unsettled question of the 
Egyptian frontier on the Red Sea. 

The Bnrlns's Liquidation. 

London, Murch 17.— At a regular meet- 
ing of the directors of the Bank of England, 
to-day, the governor of the bank, Mr. Lid- 
derdale, said that the present liabilities of 
the Barings' due the bank were £u,f>00,000. 
Of late sales nf securities huve been hard 
to effect and if forced it would be at a sacri- 
fice. It wus impossible to speak with confi- 
dence upon the final outcome of tho liqui- 
dation without holding out false hopes. Mr. 
Lidderdale said ho did not expect uny losfl 
to fall upon the guarantors. - 

Arrest of Anarchists. 

BERLIN, March 18.— Tho police searched 
the lodgings of several anarchists, to-day, 
and seized several inflammatory pamphlets. 
They arrested two anarchists. ■

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GUILTY OP WILFUL MURDER 



Lieut Hetherinffton of the United 
States Navy Now Awaiting Trial 
at Yokohama -Deathbed Words. 



The Zambesi's Budget of Oriental 
News— Important Actions of Tea- 
Growera in Japan. 



Yesterday morning, at 10 o'clock, tho 
Upton lino steamship Zambesi arrived at 
tho outer wharf from Hongkong via Yoko- 
hama and Honolulu. Sho brought three 
eabin passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Brcnham 
»nd Mr. Smith, 02 Chinese and 32 Japunese, 
for thi3 city, and 3S Japanese, seven Chinese 
and 100 tons of freight for Portland. About 
fifty tons of general merchandise were dis- 
charged by her, for Victoria, yesterday. 
This cargo consisted, for the greater part, 
of curios and Chinese condiments. 

The Zambesi left Hongkong on Wednes- 
day, the lOih of February, tor Kobe and 
Yokohama, arriving at the latter port on 
the 23d of February. In Yokohama she 
was compelled to undergo some repairs 
which delayed her for a lew days. It had 
been discovered on the trip through the 
Inland Sea that several portions of the ves 
Bel had been severely wrenched when she 
had been engaged in towing the whuleback 
Wetmoro into the Columbia river. Leav- 
ing the Japanese capital, with fair winds 
and light weuthor, she made good time to 
Honolulu, arriving there on the 7Ui inst. 
She was not allowed to carry on any com- 
munication with the shore, having arrived 
from Yokohama, which the Hawaiians 
mark as an infected port, and she 
consequently hud to discharge her 
cargo for Honolulu into a schooner sent 
out to her by the authorities for tho pur- 
pose. The cargo for the Islands was made 
up of a very large quantity of Japanese 
food, thore being now several thousands nf 
Japs in tho Kingdom. Having discharged 
her cargo and fifty passengers, the Zambesi 
left Honolulu on the Sell, at midnight, and, 
next morning, a Japanese sailor fell down 
tho engine room steps whilo oiling the rail- 
ing bars. He was picked up at the bottom 
lenseless and bleeding, and at first it wiis 
not believed that lie could survive the 
shock. But the doctor brought him round 
next day as well us ever, with the exception 
of the loss of four toes from the right foot. 
From then up to her arrival, yesterday, the 
steumer was exceptionally lucky, as far uh 
weather was concerned, and when sho ran 
alongside the outer whart she bore very few 
signs of a long ocean voyage. 

A few minutes after getting alongside a 
sheriff's officer, in company with the Deputy 
Sheriff, went aboard and put up on her 
wheclhouse two documents, libelling her for 
the sum of §214 20, in the name of Charles 
Wood, the late purser, through his solicit- 
ors, Messrs. Drake, Jackson &. Helmcken. 

Tho most important aud interesting item 
of news brought here from the West is that 
concerning tho coroner's inquest and its 
finding, in the case of the death of Mr. 
(leorce Gowcr Robinson, who it will be re- 
membered was shot and killed by Lieut. 
J. H. Hetherington, of tho United States 
Navy, it was said for reasons connected 
with the latter's wife. The day the Zam- 
besi left Yokohama the long drawn-out 
coroner's inquest was concluded. Thero 
wero present the British, American, Ger- 
man and French consols, Commander Bart- 
lett, of tho U.S.S. Marion, and Hon. Mr. 
Lichfield watching the case for the British 
Government. 

A most sensational revelation in connec- 
tion with the case was a piece of evidence 
given by Mr. Robinson's medical attendant, 
who was recalled. He said: " Poor Robin- 
son confessed to me in an indirect way who 
had shot him, just as ho was dying. Di 
ing my last wait ut tho he side he turned to 
me end said, " Doctor, if I get thiough this 
I suppose he will finish me next time." I 
said — " No; if you recover he will Jbo out 
of the way of doing you any mischiel." He 
said, " What do you mean '! " I said — "He 
will bo under arrest or out of the country.'' 
He responded, "3ood God ! that will never 
do. It will ruin the pour fellow. " After 
repeating this several times, he asked liic if 
I would act as his umuoue. sis in writing a 
letter to Admiral Belknap, in which letter, 
after repeating the unfortunate occurrence 
of the evening before, he used the phrase, or 
something equivalent, ,: If anything from 
me could render the position of Lieutenant 
Hetherington easier or betttr I should be 
very glad; I fully forgire him." 

Several witnesses deposed that as Messrs. 
Robinson and I'oss were driving along the 
Yokohama Bund in u jinricksha, Hetber- 
ington stepped out from alongside the build- 
ing of the P. and O. S.S Co. and fired three 
Bhots into the vehicle. The murderer then 
watched bis victim fall out of the jinrick- 
sha, walked up to Mr. Pors and said, "It's 
al! over. Thank heaven, it's over at last," 
anil then gave liim his card. He waited 
until a constable came along and then gave 
himself up with the smoking revolver in his 
hand. 

When all the evidence of 'the Crown had 
been given the jury expressed a desire to re- 
tire, and withdrew from tho court room at 
4:3(5 p.m., returning after an absence of 
fourteen minutes with a verdict finding 
" That George (lower Robinson died on Sun- 
day, the 14th inst., near midnght, from a 
bullet wound inflicted by J. H. Hethering- 
ton, a Lieutenant in the United States 
Navy, on Saturday, the Kith inst. , at a little 
alter (i p.m., on the Bund, Yokohama ; and 
we find the said J. H. Hetherington guilty 
of wilful murder." 

Mr. Troup thanked the jury for their 
attendance and for the patient attention 
they hud given to the evidence, and then 
discharged them. 

Hethetington baa been taken into custody 
and will be tried on the charge next week. 



HOKE POLITICAL FEUDS. 
A telegram from ICochi, dated the 



of 



March, states, that with the exception of 
the Tosa and AUi districts, the whole of 
Kochi Prefecture is convulsed by strife 
between the Liberal and National parties, 
who light with swords and fire-arms. The 
police and gendarmes are quite powerless 
to restore order, and already several men of 
considerable local prominence have been mur- 
dered. A grim affair is reported from the 
district of Iloba, where a pitched battle was 
going on between the factions, about a 
thousand men being engaged on each side. 
During the watfure Bre broke out among 
the houses, but the struggle was continued 
with the utmost fury, the list of the killed, 
including both those who lost, their lives at 
the hand? of their antagonists and those who 
were burned to death. At, Mo toy am a tho 
ballot-box was protected (?) by some three 
thousand Liberals.

submitted a representation in favor of the 
ubolition of the export duty on tea. The 
following uro the reasons enumerated by 
the promoter : 

I. That the export duty on tea and raw 
silk ure out of comparison; that whilo the 
rate of tho duty on tho latter is over thre* 
and a hal. per cent, the duty on the former 
is over six per cent., in other words, double 
the duty on silk. 

II. That there is no reason to levy an ex- 
port duty on tea, as thero are many articles 
now exported to a value of over one million 
yen, which aro not subject to export duty. 

III. To successfully compete with tho tea 
produced in foreign countries aud to spread 
the name of Japan tea. 

STIIAINKD KELATIONS. 

Trouble has arisen at Singapore botween 
the (iovernment of tho Straits Settlement 
and the foreign consuls resident in Singa- 
pore. Tho governor, having the duty to in- 
timate to the consuls the death of the Duke 
nf Clarence and Avondale, did so by in- 
forming tho consul-general for China; leav- 
ing it to him to inform tho other consuls. 
I'o this the consuls objected, the consul for 
Italy being instructed to represent that he 
was the elected doyen of tho consuls aud 
all communications should bo made through 
h'.m. The governor replied thai he had no 
knowledge of a consular corps, the consuls 
being not diplomatic representatives, 
but meicintilo agents, aud that 
the ' Straits (Iovernment was justi- 
fied in following tho usual course 
of communicating with them through the 
senior consul-general. To which the reply 
was made that, if they are not a consular 
corps, they are individual consuls of foreign 
powers, and must be dealt with as indi- 
v'djal consuls To this tho Straits Gov- 
e-nment replied that it would address the 
consuls individually. The net result of 
1 his little dispute is that when the Straits 
Government has any other communications 
to u 11 the consuls, in place of making one 
communication to one consul and leaving it 
to him to communicate to the others, the 
Government will be forced to write some 16 
or 18 different lettsrs, and send one letter 
separately to eaoh consul. 

DOUBLY UNFORTUNATE. 

Eight of tho Chinese crew of the steamer 
Alwine Seyd, which left Shanghai on the 
20lll of January for the wreck of the 
i learner Marie, near Chefoo, have been 
drowned. It appears that during a gale on 
the night of tho 27th, the engineer, who 
was on the Marie, was unable to get back, 
and the Alwine Seyd sent her life-boat for 
him. It was cipsized, and eight or nine 
Chinese were drowned. Tho Alwine Seyd 
then put to sea, but afterwards returned to 
tho wreck. 



Trades and Labor Council. 

A special meeting of the Trades and 
Labor Council, which was largely attended, 
was held last night, the object of the 
meeting being to devise the best means of 
circulating a moi'ister provincial petition to 
have tho Poll Tax on Chinese raised to £5(J0, 
and return certificates abolished, said petit- 
ion to be presented to the Dominion House 
of Commons at tho earliest opportunity. 
There was also some discussion regarding 
the granting of a charter to the Vancouver 
and New Webtminster Short Line Railway; 
a committee was appointed to wait on the 
city members to ask them to support it. *A 
good deal of other business was also dis- 
cussed, after which the meeting adjourned. 



Flrtl from Taromn. 

A Tacomu detective was among tho pas- 
sengers by tho Sound steamer, last evening, 
and, btrange to say, when talked to by a 
newspaper man, last evening, he confessed, 
"I'm over on business." Most detectives, 
by the timo they reach Victoria, either 
have just come over for a little rest and 
pleasure or have given tip the business and 
taken to the road in search of purchasers 
for dry goods or rubber clothing. Tho par- 
ticular detective nuw in town does not say 
what bis business is, but it is guessed to be 
in connection with the disappearance from 
the Sound city of Hank Cline, ex-manager 
ol the National theatre, who, after having 
been repeatedly in financial trouble, left 
Taconia between the setting of the sun on 
Wednesday night and its rising Thursday 
morning. Ash & Dorberg, pawnbrokers, 
swore out a warrant for his urrest for ob- 
taining f.'l.lO under falso pretenses, by 
securing the amount by chattle mortgage en 
goods he did not possess. Cline's bebis 
aggregate $2,000, and it is said he took 
$l,. r >00 with him.

A PECULIAR CALCULATION. 



Intellegent people smile when they hear 
a man laying (]owu the law on a subject of 
which he is, of necessity, totally ignorant, 
and when he, to make a point, draws upon 
,his imaginution not only for his facts but 
for his figures. This is exactly what the 
Seattlo Post-Iutelligencer does in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

"At the utmost 100,000 seals can be 
taken by tho company enjoying seal fishing 
privileges from our government. Under 
the present condition of the herd not over 
60,000 could be taken. The Canadian 
poachers are anxious to bag 100, 000 by pela- 
gic pealing, which involves a slaughter of 
■230,000." 

When it is considered that neither the 
writer of this paragraph nor any one else, 
has tho most remote idea of the number of 
3eals in Behring Sea, it is funny to see a 
journalist who most probably knows very 
little more of that sea than its name, telling 
the world exactly how many seals it is safe 
to take from the herd each year. How 
does this writer know that only 00,000 seals 
oan ba taken from the herd in its present 
condition? Does he or anyone else know, 
even approximately, the number of seals in 
that herd ? It was only the other day that 
an old sealer declared that the seals arc as 
plentiful now in Behring Sea as ever they 
were, and that they would not be exhausted 
in a hundred years if the lishing fleet of the 
future will be even larger than that of the 
present. The gentleman was evidently in 
earnest, and he had been on the sealing 
ground and had seen the seals. We think 
that he was mistaken, but he had betler 
grounds for making his statement than the 
Seattle paragrapher had for hia calculation. 
Yet it ia upon such random statements — 
statements for which there is no data 
extant— that the majority of the people of 
the United States are expected to form their 
opinion on the merits of the Behring Sea 
question. 

A FA R-REA CHINO ARGUMENT. 

The concluding paragraph of an article in 
the Seattle Post- Intelligencer of the 17th 
inst., on Reciprocity and its Results, is as 
follows : 

" The chief trouble with reciprocity with 
Canada is that the two countries are too 
much alike in climatic and other conditions, 
and this ia the objection to free trade or un- 
limited reciprocity. Under the policy of 
protection, reciprocity ia necessarily re- 
stricted to those countries whose products 
are not in competition with our home indus- 
tries." 

If this reasoning ia sound, the reciprocity 
between Ohio and Iowa, and between Ore- 
gon and Washington State, ia an injury to 
those States. They all produce the same 
things, and there is not much difference in 
ilieir climatic conditions. But if any one 
should ussert that these and other states, 
similarly situated, would be better off it 
they lovied high duties on each others' pro- 
ducts, ho would be laughed to scorn by the 
very men who contend that a reciprocity in 
trade between Canada und the United States 
would not be beneficial to either country 
because they are similarly situated as re- 
gards climate, and because they produce the 
aame kind of crops. 

Trade between Canada and the United 
StatcB is profitable to both countries. Tho 
fact that a extensive trade has sprung up 
between them is proof of this. A trade will 
not be kept up for any length of timo tin- 
loss it is profitable to those engaged in it. 
That Canada and tho United States deal 
•with each other in hpito of all obstacles is 
proof that such a trade is natural and that 
it is on the whole profitable to all con- 
cerned. To say that each country, because 
it is situated i« the same zone as its neigh- 
bors, should surround itself by a high tariff 
wall and have as little trade inter- 
course aa possible with them, is 
ti io utterance of the shallowest and 
» id most short-sighted kind of self-interest. 
If the I'oa'.- Intelligencer is right, the sooner 



tho Union is dissolved the better. Every 
State uccording to it would be better off 
than it is now if it had the power of making 
its own tariff, and of keeping its neighbors 
as regards trade, off at arms length. The 
same policy which prefers Brazil's trade to 
Canada's would cause Oregon to prefer 
Venezula's trade to Washington's. 

A JAPANESE ELECTION. 

The progress which the Japanese have 
made in politics is really marvellous. It 
seems only the other day since they adopted 
tho constitutional form of Government, 
and the reader of the account of the elec- 
tion campaign, would imigino that they 
had lived under democratic institutions 
for a hundred years at the very least. 

Tho Jap-in Daily Herald's article on tho 
general election, reads very much like 
similar articles written in tho Dominion of 
Canada or even in Old England. The 
journalist who studies tho state of parties 
in Japan, in order to bo able to form an 
intelligent opinion, as to what will likely 
be the result of an election, finds that he 
has precisely tho sumo elements to deal 
with as the journalist of Great Britain or 
of the Dominion of Canada. He sees first 
the extremists on both sides. These par- 
tisians are easily found, and a fair estimate 
can be made of their numbers. He sees, 
too, that tho Government exercises a 
powerful influence over a great many, on 
account of the favors it has to bestow. In 
Japan, the self-seeking politicians are quite 
as plentiful as they are in countries which 
have enjoyed the advantages of constitu- 
tional Government, since governments of 
that kind were first formed. An oflico or 
a title, or even a bit of ribbon, has charms 
for many Japanese politicians which are 
irresistable. 

Then, the trading politician is not un- 
known in that country. These gentlemen 
make politics their business, and are as 
ready in Japan as they are io the United 
States to be intensely patriotic for a con 
sideration, present or prospective. In 
Japan, too, the sorehead has rapidly d 
veloped. This gentleman fought for his 
party, and made himself prominent by his 
somewhat obtrusive zeal. But when the 
election was over the party leaders did not 
appraise him at hia own valuation, and in 
dispensing the Government's good things 
passed him over. He ia now a lurious op- 
positionist, ready to aay anything or do 
anything to defeat the Government can- 
didates. 

There are in Japan among the candidates 
some men who have been weighed and 
found wanting. They have disappointed 
their constituents, but do not seem to he 
aware of that fact. They aro now in the 
field again, and the party organizers do not 
know what to do with them. They want 
to set them aside, but see that it ia difficult 
to do so without incurring their enmity and 
weakening their party. Some will, no 
d ubt, be forced to retire by the constitu- 
ents, but others will insist upon being 
nominated, and most of them will, no doubt, 
ba rejected by the electors. 

The disorderly element has made itself 
very prominent during t he campaign. The 
election rowdy had done a greut deal of 
harm, and each party is reproaching the 
other with resorting to violciico, both of 
speech and act, to accomplish its purpose. 
The Herald says :— 

"These chronic disturbers of the public 
peace — the mM were everywhere in evi- 
dence; they were the auxiliaries of all sides, 
against each other, and reeked mischief all 
round. They were charged as usual, and 
with some truth, with being in the pay of 
prominent men, of whom better might have 
been expected. In consequence of these 
unlawful t'ictics timid voters were afraid to 
record their votes and some courageous ones 
who attempted to do so, were driven asvay by 
threats and ill-treatment of roughs bent on 
pleasing themselves or their patrons." 

A parallel to this sort of thing has been 
seen in both Europe and America. We do 
not read that the shot gun was used in these 
elections rows, but the Japanese when they 
get more used to freedom will, in good 
time, arrive at that stage of electoral per- 
fection, for from all that we have read, we 
have come to the conclusion that they are 
apt scholars. 

The result of the elections was not an- 
nounced when the Herald was issued — the 
L'ath of last month— but tho editor was of 
opinion that the Government had been, or 
would be sustained. 

PROHIBITORY LA WS. 

If the Prohibition Commission, which has 
been appointed by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, enquires carefully and honestly into 
tho working of the prohibition laws in the 
different States and Territories in which 
such laws have been enacted, they will not, 
wo think, recommend the adoption of pro- 
hibition by this Dominion. For some reason 
or other, prohibitory laws are nob enforced. 
In most places where they aro nominally in 
operation they arc a moro dead letter. In 
the Northwest Territories prohibition did 
not work well. The law was violated and 
evaded in a hundred ways, and almost the 
first thing that their Legislature did, when 
it had tho power, was to enact a license 
law. 

In tho State of Iowa, prohibiticn has 
been tried and hus failed. The peoplo do 
not uid the Government in enforcing it. The 
sympathies of tho great majority of them 
seem to be rather with tho violators of the 
law than with the men whoso duty it is to 
put it in force. Tho Mayor of Des Moines 
says : 

"1 must admit that there are lots of dives 
in the city where liquor is sold, but with the 
machinery we have it is impossible to Btop 
them. Wo have no support. Tho people 
who raise tho loudest cry about non-enforce- 
ment of tho liquor law would go into hys- 
terics if wc should subpoena them to go be- 
forea jury. We get neither thoir moral nor 
legal support. Tho drug-storo keepers, 
however, are violating the law to a greater 
extent than any other class of men. Under 
the cloak of the law they are Helling liquor 



in enormous quantities, and there is no way 
to stop them. With all the laws we have it 
is impossible to keep down druukenness. 
As long as druggists aro allowed to sell 
liquor to people who will take it to some 
lumber yard or alley und retail it out to 
drunkards, just so long you will find 
drunken men on our streets." 

There aro some who think that tho prohi- 
bitive law ia not stringent enough. They 
say that if the law makes it a crime to sell 
or manufacture intoxicating liquors it should 
also make it a penal oflenco to drink such 
liquors. There is a fata! inconsistency, they 
contend, in tho law which punishes tho 
seller and allows tho drinker to go free. As 
long as the law leaves men free to drink, it 
will be impossible to convince people that it 
is wicked to sell. Prohibition, to be effec- 
tive, they hold, must punish the drinker of 
intoxicating beverages as well as the vendor 
uf such bevoruges. But it may be said that 
u law which would make it an offence, pun- 
ishable by line and imprisonment, to drink 
a glass of b^'er or brandy, would be regarded 
us intolerably oppressive, and could never be 
enforced. Thia is, perhaps, true, but these 
reuconers stiil maintain that until drinking 
is made an offence as well as selling, there 
cannot be really any such thing as prohibi- 
tion. 

Whether litis reasoning is sound or not, 
it ia very evident that there is little use in 
making laws that do not recommend them- 
selves to tho conscience of the majority of 
the peop'e. If the citizens of Des 
Moines thought that it was really 
wicked to violate the prohibition law, 
they would not be unwilling to bear testi- 
mony against the violators of that law. Men 
do not refuse to appear before a jury to give 
evidence against a thief, or a murderer, or 
a house burner. They, who know any- 
thing calculated to throw light upou the 
commission of any of these crimes are 
ready to go before a court of justice and 
tell all that they know. They do this be- 
cause their consciences tell them that the 
men who commit such offences richly deserve 
punishment. But it is different when se'.liug 
liquor is made a crime by tho law. Many 
who are not fond of drink and who do not 
favor the liquor traffic are unwilling to see 
the man, whose only crime it was to sell 
strong drink, treated like a criminal. This 
may bo prejudice, but it ia one that is 
general and very deeply-rooted. Wherever 
prohibition is in force, we see it at work 
and witness its effects. It has been ob- 
served that where the Scott Act was not 
needed it was effective, but wherever there 
was a community in which drinking was 
prevalent, the law was almost opeuly 
violated. The reason of this was that the 
people really did not approve of the law. 
Before prohibition can prohibit, tho great 
body of the people must be convinced that 
it is wicked to sell and to drink intoxicating 
liquors. And in a community in which this 
is the general conviction there will be no 
need of prohibition.

Suicide by Poison Not Unhesitatingly 
Accepted as the Cause of 
Death. 

John Stewart, of 74 Store street, with bis 
wife and eldest daughter, returned from the 
Sound by last evening's steamer, bringing 
with them tlio body of her who was onco 
tho light and life of tho home circle, whoso 
death in Seattle, a day or so ago, was refor- 
red to, yesterday. 

Tho body, enclosed in a plain, black wal- 
nut casket, was viewed by several friends, 
lust evening, as it lay in tho little. parlor of 
the grief -stricken parents' home. Mo one, 
to look at tho Hushed face, circled , with u 
wreath of white tuberoses and hyacinths, 
would imagine that death, the re 
suit of a dea.lly poison, tukoi 
with a stern determination of sell 
murder, had ended tho young life just 
building into womanhood. Nor are all the 
friends of the dead girl convinced of the 
truth of the suicide theory, so unhesitat- 
ingly accepted as fact by the Seattle authori- 
ties. There aro several things in connec- 
tion with Lillian's untimely end which 
mystify them, and it is more than probable 
that a posl minium examination, not con- 
sidered necessary iu Seattle, will be held to- 
duy. The funeral has been arranged to take 
place Sunday morning, from the house on 
Store street. 

Until Lillian Stewart met her betrayer 
Moduli in Tacoma some eight months ago, 
she was an honest, hurd-working girl, con- 
tented and huppy. Having made a false 
step she evinced a fondness for stylish dress 
and jewelry, not perhaps unnatural inn, 
young and good looking woman, for at the 
time of her elcuth sho was not yet nineteen. 
Though sho sinned, tho poor girl was far 
from hardened in shame, as soma accounts 
at the time of her death would suggest. 
She did not, us alleged, secure employment 
as a waitress in a variety theatre, in order 
to support the wretch to whom she 
had given her love. In fuct, 
us far as can bo ascertained, the 
reports of her visits to tho Standard 
theatre were purely the creations of some- 
body's fancy. Not moro than a mouth 
ago, Lillian wrote to her mother, whoso 
pet she was, telling hor that she had done 
wrong, but could not bear the life into 
which she feared she was drifting, und that 
she was coming home. Alas, how sad that 
home coming ! 

Tho story of their daughter's death ns 
told the parents in Seattle, differs materi- 
ally from that published by tho papers of 
the Sound city. Sho had only been tbero 
about three months, and McGull bad been 
her almost insoparublo companion. Tl'.eir 
first quarrel arose over some trilling- mis- 
understanding at a dance, whov, the man 
struck her several times in the face. The 
marks left by his brutal hands disfigure tho 
dead features. 

After this trouble with her lover, Lillian 
returned to tho hotel, und told the pro- 
prietor her story. Ho advised her to let 
McGull take his own course, as he thought 
sho would be happier for tho separation 
Sho half promised to take his advice, and 
went sobbing to her room. Then McGull 
came in, went to the room, and remained 
for some time. On the following day, the 
chambermaid heard Lillian crying in her 
loom, and asked hor what was the matter. 
She replied that she was miserable, 
then confided to the girl, that Medal 
going to Tacoma. She insisted that the 
proprietor of the houso go down to the 
train, see Medal!, and usk him to return 
and " acknowledge what he had done," 
anil to oblige her, the man went to the 
depot, and searched high and low for 
MeGall, though without success. 

Lilliun took sick that evening, and the 
proprietor of the houso at once suspected 
an uttompt at self-destruction, and 
asked her what she had done. She 
replied "nothing," and steadily maintained 
that she had taken nothing, until the doc- 
tor, who was called in, found about a spoon- 
ful of Rough on Rats dissolved in a glass. 
Then, while still persisting in her denials, 
she said that sho wanted to die. The 
doctor told her he could not let her, und 
promptly administered emetics, which 
acted so well thut during the evening she- 
was (piito bright, her cheerfulness returned, 
und she said that her "blue lit" hud passed 
over, und asked thoso who were waiting 
upon her to go to bed, us she did not need 
them, and could cull them if she wanted 
anything. _ 

The position in which the body wus found 
next morning wus that in which she was 
left by her friends, lying ipiietly, as though 
asleep, with one hand by her side, und the 
other upon her breast. The eyes were 
closed, and there were no symptoms of 
arsenic poisoning. 

The Seattle police, casting aside all other 
suggestions, are making cureful enquiry 
to who supplied the poison. None of the 
city druggists sold it to tho girl herself, and 
it is just possible that MeGa.ll brought it to 
the house. He is therefore sought for, 
though not yet found. It is thought ho is 
still in Seattle. 

The deceased was born in Halifax, on the 
.'list of August, eighteen years ago, her 
father sailing out of the Nova Scotia capital 
as master mariner fcr eleven years, prior to 
removing with his family to St. Paul or 
Minneapolis. Mr. Stewart has only lived 
in Victoriu a few months.

Second Session of the Sixth Parlia- 
ment 



Friday, March, 18, 1802. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
PETITIONS. 

Mr. Kitciikk presented a petition from 
ratepayers of Surrey re validation of daben- 
tures. 

REPORTS OK COMMITTEES. 

JIr, Martin, from the Private Bills and 
Standing Orders committee, reported that 
they had re considered their report re Twin 
Cities Railway and Telephone Compuny, 
and that it would not bii in the interests 
of tho public to report the pream- 
ble. The bill to enable the city of Victoria 
to borrow mniiev, and for other purposes 
was also reported. 

HILLS OF SALE ACT. 

Mh. Eberts introduced a bill to amend 
the Bills of Sale Act. Read a first time, 
•econd reading Monday. 

J1UAKD OF HORTICULTURK. 

Hon. Mr. Turner introduced a bill to 
create a Provincial Board of Horticulture. 
Head a first time, second reading_Alotid.iy. 

RE. MR. SPEAKER'S RUL1NO. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, rising to a point of 
order, said that liu had with great interest 
read tho carefully piepared and exhaustive 
ruling of Mr. Speaker on the point of order 
raised by the hon. member for Victoria 
city (Mr. Beaven) while the Esquimalt 
Waterworks 15ill una under discussion. He 
(Mr. Robson) wishe.l, however to notice 
one or two points. In the clause referring 
to the Victoria Waterworks Act the ruling 
of Mr. Speaker said " the bill, it will be 
peen, was introduced as a private measure, 
and pissed as such, the Crown assenting by 
its silence, to the alienation of the water." 
Again, in referring to tho Vancouver Water- 
works Co., Mr. Speaker's ruling said: "In 
18SG the Vancouver Waterworks Co. secured 
the passage of a privuto bill through this 
House, the Government not intervening." 
Again, [Mr. Speaker said in his ruling, "had 
the Crown intervened in cither cane, I think the 
bill must have fallen to the ground," and 
further, Mr. Speaker, in his ruling said : "7 
am of opinion that the Crown not having in- 
terposed, and so waivi d its rights, the bill is 
properly before the Howe." , He (Mr. Rob- 
son) wished to have it put on record that if 
water is to he regarded as crown property in 
the same way as was public land, then the 
consent of the Government is necessary 
before such a bill can be brought beforo the 
House. A private Lid grantii g away public 
land could only come befoie the 
House by consent of tho Crown through 
message from tho Lieut.-Governor, or by 
one of the ministers of the Crown standing 
up in his place in the House and declaring 
that the Government had decided that for 
the purposes of such bill, the public pro- 
perty, land or water or anything else vested 
by right in the Crown, should be placed at 
tho disposal of tho Legislature. He (Mr. 
Robson) desired that this principle should 
be recognized. It would bo a dangerous 
precedent indeed to put upon record in the 
Journals of the House, that by silence the 
Crown assented to the alienation of its 
property, lie asked that Mr. Speaker 
»hould oirefully consider the point, and sug- 
gested that he should withdraw his ruling 
on the matter, as the chances were the Gov- 
ernment would take action regarding all 
questions of water rights to be granted by 
private bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaten asserted that it was 
a fallacy to presume that because the Crown 
was silent abuut its rights such silence 
should bo construed into consent. As a 
matter of constitutional law, the very oppo- 
site was the course. He read section of 
the Interpretation Act, Consolidated 
Statutes of British Columbia, as follows : 
" No provision or enactment in any act shall 
affect, in any manner or way whatsoeve 
the rights of Her Majesty, Her heirs or su 
ces3ors, unless it is expressly stated therein 
that Her Majesty shall be baund thereby ; 
nor if such act be of the nature of a private 
act, shall it affect tho rights of any person 
or of any body politic, corporate or collegi 
»to such only excepted as are therein men 
tioned or refeired to." He (Mr. Beaven) 
continued that it was thus clearly set forth, 
and was, in fact, an established principle of 
constitutional law that where the rights of 
the Crown were involved, or where it was 
proposed to alienate the property of the 
Crown, the Crown most expressly, either 
by message or by the announcement of one 
of its advisers, give consent to tho measure. 
There could be no consent by silence. Un- 
fortunately since Confederation thero were 
many of these points so little understood 
that they were not raised. For instance 
there was the point raised last year by the 
hon. the Premier of Ontario, Hon. Oliver 
Mowat, who, as a constitutional lawyer, 
admittedly stood head and shoulders above 
every other constitutional lawyer in Canada, 
that under some circumstances j and in some 
instances the pardoning power was vested 
in tho Lieut.-Governor and not in the Gov- 
ernor-General, as had been previously sup 
posed. Yet it had taken so eminent a law- 
yer as even Mr. Mowat over 20 years of 
experience to discover this fast — it had 
never struck him until after 20 years of 
practice, since Confederation, that t'ii 
pardoning power was vested in the 
Lieut.-Governor. So was it in this 
ease with the question of whether 
water rights could be alienated with- 
out the consent of tho Crown. But 
now that the point was raised, it must he 
plainly understood that the rights of the 
Crown cannot be affected unlets by consent. 
Tho ruling of Mr. .Speaker, which said that 
because the Crown did not object to the 
alienation of its property, such silence was 
to be construed as consent, would if per- 
mitted to remain on the records of the 
House, estal) ish a dangerous precedent. 
The Crown cannot, he said, waive its rights 
in that way. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked Mr. Speaker if 
he would withdraw his ruling. 

Mr. Speaker repliad that tho House 
eould expunge it if it so wished, but he would 
not withdraw it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that ho had not 
■uggested that, it should bo expunged. 
Woat he did suggest though, was that a 
ruling which contained such a statement as 
that the Crown by silence gave consent, 
ihould be withdrawn. 

Mr. Speaker replied that he had con- 
sidered tho question very thoroughly, and 
had mainly followed in the path of the pre- 
cedent. There were some three millions ol 
dollars or more involved in his decision, and 
ho was not going to say that all past legia 
lation granting away water rights was bad. 

Hon. Mr. Robson explained that tin 
point to which ho objected was that the 
Cmwn by silence gives consent. 

Mb. SPEAKrn thought that tho Crown, 
not having raised tho point through a long 
succession of years, that express consent musi 
begiventhoestabliuhed principle of the House 
Must be recorded as being that by silence, 
•onseut was given to past legislation. Other- 
wise it would be necessary to have fresl 
legislation paBeed to re affirm the principle 
*f what had been done in the past. 
.Ho*. Mn. Ron:iON ; You lose the point. 



It is not that past legislation would bo af- 
fected, but that the incorrect principle 
would bo placed on record, that the Crown 
by silence consented to the alienation of its 
rights. 

Mr. Speaker replied that these rights 
had now passed into the hands of private 
parties through tho silent consent of the 
Government. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked Mr. Speaker 
how he would get over the express constitu- 
tional law laid down in the Interpretation 
Act which he had read, that the Crown 
must give express consent? 

Mr, Speaker— And how do you get over 
tho fact that these water rights have been 
granted by tho House with tho silent con- 
sent of tho Government, and if you deny 
that such consent was givon these parties 
are liable to be deprived of their rights by 
tho Crown at any time * 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho could not seo 
any advantage to be gained by tho discus- 
sion of Mr. Speaker's ruling in the caso of 
tho Esquimalt Waterworks Co. 's Act, as in 
this particular case the Crown had ex- 
pressly, through him as Attorney-General, 
announced its intention of seeing that cer- 
tain clauses were inserted to protect the 
public interests. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— But that is not tho 
question. The point I raise is that the 
Speaker's ruling that the Crown by silence 
gives consent, should not go on tho records 
of tho House, us it would establish a dan- 
gerous precedent. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he hoped the prin- 
ciple would not be taken for granted that 
the Crown could assent to uny alienation 
of its l ights, except by express announce- 
ment of that fact, either by a message in 
the regular way from the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor or by special announcement of one of 
the Crown advisers, from his place in the 
House. 

Mr. Semi. in pointed out that if Mr. 
Speaker's ruling were allowed to remain 
on the records of tho House, it might 
possibly lead to great difficulty in future. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— Have you not dis- 
covered, Mr. Speaker, that your ruling is 
not consistent with the direct interpreta- 
tion of constitutional law 1 

Mr. Speaker replied that the ruling he 
had given, was with reference to past acts 
of the Legislature. 

Mr. Hunter said that the point he 
wauled to understand was what affect Mr. 
Speaker's ruling would have on future legis- 
lation, after the present generation had 
passed uway and the attending eireutii- 
sccnees of the ruling were forgotten. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that he felt in duty 
bound to take exception to tho lust clause 
of Mr. Speaker's ruling, which read: "In 
the matter of the bill under consideration, I 
am of opinion that the Crown not having in- 
terposed, and so waived its rights, the bill 
is properly before the House and may be 
proceeded with on the lines already laid 
down." He (Mr. Davie) said that the direct 
facts were that the Crown had intervened. 
On the legal question as to whether water 
in streams, etc., should be considered a por- 
tion of the public domain or not, the same 
as public land was, he (Mr. Davie) thought 
that was a matter on which he, as Attor- 
ney-General and the chief law adviser of 
the Crown should bo consulted. He wus the 
proper law authority for the Crown, and his 
opinion in a matter of this kind should be 
considered as the highest authority. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven again declared that 
the principle of Mr. Speaker's ruling re- 
garding the silence of the Crown being con- 
sidered aa granting consent was a danger- 
ous principle to establish. 

Hon. Mr. Roiison said that aa Mr. 
Speaker could not see his way clear to with- 
draw his ruling, he felt it his manifest duty 
to move that the ruling be expuuged from 
the Journals of tho House. 

Hon. Mh. Beaven in seconding tho 
motion of the hon. the Premier, expressed 
the regret he felt at having to adopt such a 
course. The historical portion of the ruling 
was undoubtedly and would remain of great 
historical value, but the principle vvu 
decidedly wrong. He asked that Mr. 
Speaker would not consider this action as 
an expression of anything derogatory to 
himself or his ruling, but simply as an ex- 
presBion of opinion that the House did not 
widi to adopt such a principle as was 
stated in the ruling and have in appear on 
the Journals of the House. 

Mr. Speaker did not view the matter in 
that light. He was, he said, entitled to 
have his ruling appear on the Journals of 
the House. He thought the subject was 
not being approached in a proper way. The 
question should be, "shall the ruling of the 
chair be sustained." 

Hun. Messrs. Roiison and Beaven — No, 
no. 

Mr. Speaker continued, that he would 
not feel at u 11 offended at the question being 
brought up in that way. He did hope, 
however, that the House would sustain his 
ruling. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — The only alternative, 
if you will not withdraw your ruling, is for 
the House to decide that it shall not be put 
upon record by being printed in the Jour- 
nals of the House. 

Coi. Baker said be hopod Mr. Speaker 
would not put hon. members of the House 
in the unpleasant position suggested, in 
having to vote against his ruling being sus- 
tained. Under any circumstances he (Col. 
Biker) would like to vote to sustain the 
chair, but it would ba folly to adopt a 
wrong principle, as the hon. Premier had 
pointed out. 

Mr. Speaker — It would be a serious 
matter, indeed, to tell a speaker of this 
House, that his ruling was unfit to appear 
on the Journals of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven said that, personally, 
he was only actuated by the desire that it 
should not appear upon the Journals of the 
House, that in the 20th year after confeder- 
al ion, members of the House did not know 
that the Crown could not, by silence, waive 
its rights. 

Mr. Speaker — But has not that been 
done in the past ? 

Hon. Mr. Heaven — The question of 
whether water rights are Crown property 
or not, has never been raised. 

Mr. Speaker — There iH nothing in my 
ruling, repugnant to that proposition. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Rut, sir, we are now 
talking about a proposition to place upon the 
Journals of the House tho principle that the 
Crown can, by silence, givo consent. While 
under all circumstances, I would like to 
sustain your ruling, I cannot do so in this 
case. It is my bounden duty, not as an 
adviser of the Crown, for I am not in such 
a position, but as a member of this Legis- 
lature, to second the efforts of tho hon. 
leader of the Government, to prevent the 
adootion by this House of such a principle. 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out that the 
ruling given by Mr. Speaker did not decide 
tho real question of whether water in 
streams was part of the public domain or 
not. He advised that the decision bo with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Hunter thought tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral was rather going outside the question. 
Tho point raised was whether tho principle 
of the Crown consenting by silenco was u 
correct one or not. 

Hun. Mn. Pool-by supported (ho Attor- 
ney-General's stand und advised that tho 
decision he withdrawn. 

Hon. Mr. Robson again expressed his 
regret that Mr. Speaker'* ruling should 



have to be questioned, but under the cir- 
cumstancea ho (Mr. Robson) must do biB 
duty. 

Mr. Speaker again reviewed his ruling. 
He said he wus not going to luko the re- 
sponsibility of deciding that the enormous 
sum of money that had been spent in tho 
various waterworks in the province had 
been spent wrongfully bocuuse the Crown 
had not consented. He hud been placed in 
a peculiar position between two millstones, 
and wus not going to usurp tho powers of 
tho Chief Justice, and say that the Crown 
could claim that all the rights presumably 
granted to private parties should revert at 
any time to the Crown. However, after 
what had been said by the Attorney-General, 
he would consent to withdraw his ruling. 
He thanked the members of the House for 
the great courtesy with which thoy had dis- 
cussed tho matter. (Applause.) 

The ruling wus withdrawn. 

TUB MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The House went' into Committee of the 
Whole on Municipal Hills, Nos. 21 and 27, 
Mr. McKonzie in the chair. 

Tho Committee rose, reported progress, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

The House rose at (i o'clock for dinner. 

EVENING SESSION. 
The Speaker took tho chair at 8 o'clock. 

RETURNS BROUGHT DOWN. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a return 
showing the revenue ami expenditure for 
six months, ending ,'llst December, IS'Jl. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presented a return of 
copies of all petitions, Orders in Council 
ami correspondence between I he members of 
the Government, and any members of the 
Council of Richmond Municipality, or any 
ratepayers of the said municipality, in con- 
nection with the granting of a Commission 
of Enquiry into municipal affairs, and cor- 
respondence in connection with the vali- 
dating of toe Richmond election for 189.2. 
THE GAME BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved the second 
reading of the Game Hill. He stated that 
the chief provisions were those relating to 
the season beginning September 15, and 
also giving tho right of search to enable the 
law to be more rigidly enforced. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven asked that the date 
be changed to August 15, which he thought 
would be a better date than September 15 

Hon. Mr. Hooley thought that the bill 
was not one which would bo advisable for 
the House to pass except one clause, No. 20, 
which gives constables or peace officers 
power to search. The other provisions of 
the Act were, he said, such as no sportsman 
would endorse. 

Mr. Ebf.rts said he would give his 
hearty support to any Act that would tend 
to preserve the game of the province. He 
thought protection should be given to the 
wapiti, a large deer found in the northern 
parts of the province. The willow grouse of 
the province were being exterminated, and 
should be better protected. Pheasants 
could always be replaced, but once the wil 
low grouse were gone, they would bo gone 
for good. 

Col.. Baker thought that miners should 
be allowed to shoot deer for food at any 
time. 

Mr. Croft thought tho law should ho 
left us it is now and enforced. He thought 
the whole of the province should not be 
governed by tho Victoria Gun Club, a good 
many of the members of which knew more 
about shooting clay pigeons than anything 
else. He thought there wus only one clause 
in the bill that was good, viz., the clause 
referring to tho power of search. 

Mr. Smith said tho worst transgressors 
of the law were the very men who wanted 
to amend the Act, viz., the members of the 
Victoria Gun Club. He wus told that cer 
tain members of the club had, before the 
reason opened last year, killed as many as 
13 deer in the upper country. 

Mr. Croft — They ure not good enough 
shots to kill that number. (Laughter). 

Mr. Hunter believed the present Game 
bill needed amendment, and thought the 
Bill introduced couldEbe " us isted " in com 
mittee until it would be better than the 
present one. Ho was in favor of a close 
season for a while for willow grouse. 

The bill was read a second time. 
the agricultural societies bill. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved tho second 
rending of the Agricultural Societies Hill, 
which he explained was for the purpose of 
enabling societies to borrow money on their 
property. 

Hill read a second tune, committed, re- 
ported, read a third time and passed. 

COQUITLAM ELECTRIC CO. 

Mr. Eberts moved the second reading of 
the Coquitlam Electric Company's bill. 

Mr. Sword opposed the bill. 

Mr. Cotton, .Mr. Home and Dr. Milne 
also opposed the bill, unless special clauses 
were inserted protecting the rights of Van- 
couver. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said it was idle to talk 
of monopoly, etc., in a case of ibis kind. 
There, was. he said, water enough in the 
Coquitlam to supply the whole of British 
Columb ; a for domestic purposes. It 
would ba in the best interests 
of all concerned that every practicable and 
(rofitaMo use should be made of the water. 
If the city of Vancouver had uny special or 
vested rights, of course the House would see 
that these rights were protected. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the adjournment 
of the debate.

Read a second time and committed, Mr.

The House went into Committee of tho 
Whole on the Cattle Ranges Hill, Mr. Stod- 
dart in tho chair. 

Committee rose und reported bill completo 
with amendments.

Heavy weather was met with off tho Horn, 
and thick fog outside the Capo, whoro the 
uhooner has been beating about since Sun- 
day last.

THE EAINHILL MURDER. 



Facts Brought to Light as to the 
Identity of the Man 
Williams. 

A Long Career of Blootly Crime in 
Various Parts of the 
World. 

London, March 18.— The post mortem ex- 
amination on the bodies of the victims at 
Pinham Villa confirmed the theory that 
they were murdered. Relatives identified 
the remains of Mrs. Deeming and her chil- 
dren. The inquest, after the formal open- 
ing, was adjourned. Crowds thronged 
about the villa, as on previous occasions, 
and peered in at the windows. The dead 
were interred to-day at the expense of the 
parish, as the relatives are too poor to pay 
for the funeral. The sun shone brightly 
upon the procession on its way to the pau- 
pers' corner in t he parish churchyard. The 
relatives and vast crowds followed the 
collius and mourners. The suspieion 
that the boxes shipped to Plymouth by 
Deeming, alias Williams, about the timo of 
the murders, contained evidence of tho 
crime, is confirmed to-day. The boxes were 
opened and found to contain bloody cloth- 
ing, evidently worn by tho woman and the 
children, It has transpired that before 
coming to England, Williams, whose arrest 
at Melbourne led to the unearthing of the 
bodies, was living in Sydney. Shortly after 
he left that city his wife and four children 
disappeared, and it was supposed that they 
hail followed Williams to England. Humors 
of his intended marriage to a young girl 
named Mather had readied Sydney, and it 
was naturally supposed that Mrs. Williams 
and her children hud left for Liverpool to 
prevent the consummation of this crime. 

A gardener who lives next door to where 
tho bodies were found recognized tho fbst 
body as that of a woman he bad seen in the 
back yard of Diuham Villa on August 9 
last. On August 10 he heard children 
screaming, but paid no attention to it, 
thinking that perhaps some of the children 
had been hurt. He never saw the woman 
or children afterwards. Another man re- 
cognized tho body as that of Marie Deem- 
ing, who hud been in the employ of a Liver- 
pool fishmonger. \\ illian.s married her 
under the name of Deeming, at that time 
describing himself as a mining engineer. 
Williams and his wife afterwards went 
to Hull, where Williams was arrested, 
convicted of forgery, and sentenced 
to imprisonment. On being discharged he 
married a young woman in Hull, deserted 
her and returned to Marie. Accompanied 
by Marie, Williams went to Cape Town and 
then returned to Birkenhead. The man 
believed Williams was the same individual 
who married a young lady named Matheson 
ut Beverly, in 1800, assuming the name of 
Harry Lawson. He then described himself 
us a large farmer in Australia. He gave a 
number of valuable presents to Miss Mathe- 
son, deserted her, and absconded to South 
America. Miss Matheson swore out a war- 
rant charging him with tho theft of the 
presents he had given to her. Ho was ar- 
rested in Crugtray, hi ought hack to Hull 
and sent to jiiil for nine months. 

During the time he was in prison, it was 
ascertained that he married the deserted 
lady in Birkenhead in 1SSS. The more facts 
brought to light the stronger grows the 
belief that Williams is the most consum- 
mate, cold-blooded vidian this or any other 
country ever produced. The police believe 
lie committed other murders. Deeming, or 
Williams, has a brother who resides in 
Birkenhead, and who was ?im moued to 
attend the inquest, to-day, on the bodies of 
Mrs. Deeming and the four unfortunate 
children. He bears a striking resemblance 
to the murderer, and hud a narrow escape 
this afternoon from lynching at the hands 
of the crowd. The murderer has always 
been of a reckless disposition. He married 
Marie James in ISS0, and she accompanied 
him to Australia, remained in that country 
of number of years, and returned to Eng- 
land in July last, bringing with her four 
children. They remained with her sister 
until their mysterious disappearance. A 
dispatch from Melbourne, to-night, Bays 
Williams, or Deeming, is expected to 
i each Berth to-morrow, where he will be 
remanded for court proceedings

Given n Judgeship. 

Washington, March IS. — Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Taft to-day tendered his resignation in 
order to enter upon the discharge of his 
duties as judge of the new court ot appeals. 
His nomination was confirmed by the Senate 
yesterday. It is understood Charles Aid- 
rich will succeed Judge Taft in the ollice of 
solicitor-general. 

.lourniiIl*Ilc Warfare. 

Columbus, Ohio, March IS. — Patrick J. 
Elliot was to-day convicted of manslaughter 
''or killing A. Ooborne on February 23, 1S91. 
Patrick's brother, W. J. E Hot, is serving u 
sentence of life imprisonment for the same 
crime. The murder was the result of jour- 
nalistic warfare between the Elliats unci 
Oabornes. 

President Itnrrlos Inaugurated. 

Washington City, March 1". — A cable 
received to-day by the Bureau of American 
Republics from Guatemala, announces that 
General Barrios was inaugurated to day 
with much ceremony, and that the country 
is in perfect peace 1 . Barrios' cabinet is : 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Sale/.ir ; Treas- 
ury, Herrcra j Public Works, Ve.ez ; Public 
Institutions, Cabral ; Interior, Estrada 
Cabrera. 

i>ie<i oi Typhus. 

Nkw Youk, March IS. — Policeman Ed- 
wird H. O'Connor, of the sanitary squad, 
died on North Brothers' Island, this morn- 
ing, from typhus. He took ill two weeks 
ago by mixing with patients while in the 
performance of bis duty. He was ,'iU years 
old. 

Full nr« Jlrlcor. 

Sacramento, March 18. — At 9 o'clock last 
night a brilliant meteor descended north of 
this city, leaving a long track of fiery sparks 
in its path. Some decline tin y heard the 
hissing sound it made, and believe it fell in 
Yolo county, near by. 

Sudden Suicide. 

Spokane, Much 17. — William Arm- 
strong, for four years past connected with 
the jewelry firm of Albert Hansen & Co. , 
of Seattle, who has acted us manager of the 
branch bouse in this city for a year past, 
committed suicide this evening by taking 
strychnine. A member of the firm arrived 
in the city unexpectedly this evening, and u 
fow moments after entering the store Arm- 
strong excused himself, saying lie wanted to 



go out for a few minutes. Five minutes 
after he came up from the basement under 
Snyder & Dorsey's music store and said, 
"Hoys, 1 have taken strychnine." A mo- 
ment later he fell to the floor and died in 
terrible agony. Armstrong's wife, who is 
distracted over tho affair, stated here to- 
night that her husband had informed her 
last night that he hud stolen the firm's 
money uiul feared arrest. 

A New York Itllzxard. 

Nkw York, March 18. — Snow commenced 
failing ut 10 o'clock last night, and con- 
tinued falling for twelve hours. Traffic is 
much impeded and mails are delayed. 
Mercury 28; wind moderate. 

A itriiiiiii Kiiip Ashore. 

AsimUKY Park, N.J., March 18. — The 
new steel clipper-rigged English vessel 
Windermere went ashore this morning at 
the foot of Deal Lake, north of Ashbury 
park. Life-saving crews launched a boat, 
and with great difficulty succeeded in 
bringing two of the crew ashore, (Later)— 
The stranded clipper Windermere is slowly 
working in towards tho beach. Life-saving 
crews have shot a line over the rigging, and 
aro bringing tho crew ashore. The 
crew number 43, including officers. 
The suif is very high and strong. 
The name of the captain of the 
stranded clipper is O. H. Windermere. The 
operations of the life saving crow have been 
watched by hundreds of people. Twenty of 
the crew have been brought ashore. The 
vessel lies in an easy position and will prob- 
ably be safely flouted oil*. Amongst those 
assisting in ll ailing tile breeches buoy ashore 
is Rev. Edward Young, pastor of the West- 
minster Presbytorian church, and tho father 
of the bill now pending before Congress for 
the relii f of men in the life saving service 
Mr. Young said he never aaw a butler exhi- 
bition of bravery and skill and be only 
wished that members of Congress were 
present. 

An Austrian Unroll Slurries, 

Boston, March 17. — Helena lluckhordt, 
daughter of ii Boston brewer, was married 
last, night to Baron von Scholley, a nephew 
of the Austrian field marshal. The name of 
Baron von Scholley is familiar to residents 
of the eastern part of Multnomah county, 
Or. Several years ago Baron von 
Scholley, a big, handsome Austrian, 
about 30 years old, appeared at 
Sandy post-oflico in quest of a farm. 
Like all European noblemen he was 
a bard drinker; indeed, he could not, as 
most of them can, remain sober lung enough 
to court and marry an American heiress. 
So his relatives, wanting to be rid of him, 
Ijave him money to buy a farm in America. 
Ho wandered to Oregon, squandered bis 
means, and then took up his abode in the 
foothills of the Cascades in the shadow of 
great Mount Hood, among the fir trees and 
trout streams. There was a saloon at 
Sandy, and he liked the pluce first rate. 
At regular intervals he got remit- 
tances from home, and then the 
inhabitants came from miles around 
and camped about the saloon, assisting 
tho biron to drink up the money. This 
made business good at the little settlement, 
and the baron became justly popular; so 
much so tbut ho was elected postmaster. 
He was a model official; when a pasron 
called for a letter and nono was furthcom- 
ing, the postmaster consoled him by asking 
him to have a drink. The birouisdead 
now; u year or two ago, in the fever of poli- 
tics, the settlers asked for the appointment 
of u Republican, for a baron would take 
sides with neither party. The blow of re- 
moval killed tho good postmaster. His 
brother, just married in Boston, is more 
fortunate. 

The .Messiah I'rnzc. 

CinCAOO, March 17- — Information was 
received at General Miles' headquarters to- 
day that interest in the Messiah craze is 
being awakened among the Indians of the 
Northwest by the expected return of Short 
Bull ami other Sioux chiefs who have been 
in Europe with the Wild West show. It, is 
believed tint Short Bull, who is the reputed 
prophet of Messiah, if allowed to return 
to bis people, will start, the excitement 
anew. Tho chiefs are expected to arrive 
at Port Sheridan on Saturday or Monday 
next. 

The .New Standard Oil I'oliry. 

New Youk, March 17.— A call was is- 
sued to-day for a special meeting of the 
stockholders of the New York Standard Oil 
company, on March 31, to decide whether 
the capital stock of the company shall be 
increased to 87,000,000 It is said the 
action will result in dissolution of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust. It ia probable that some 
of the Standard Od companies of 
other stutes may be recapitalized as a re- 
sult of dissolution of the trust, in older to 
make them more nearly represent the in- 
creased value of the property occasioned by 
the formation of the trust. 

llrou^lil to liny nt Last. 

CHICAGO, March 17. — At last the hood- 
ling aldermen of Chicigo's City Council are 
to be brought to justice. States Attorney 
Longenecker and the Citizens' Association 
have begun an investigation which will be 
completed only when a large number of the 
aldermen are landed behind the bars of the 
Jodet, Penitentiary. 

Wheal Failure in the Antipodes. 

San Francisco, March 17. — The latest 
advices from Australia tend to show that 
the wheat crop has turned out much worse 
than was anticipated by previous reports. 
The promise of a large amp us for Europe 
earlier in the season attracted a large 
amount of tonnage, but South Australia's 
surplus has already been practically ex 
hausted, and in Victoria the freight market 
bus entirely collapsed, partly due to the un- 
favorable condition of the European mar- 
kets. In New Zealand the crop was con- 
siderably damaged by storms at harvest. 
At this titne last, year vessels were loading 
about 5,000,000 bushels of wheat in Victoiia 
and South Australia for Europe, but ut last 
accounts the quantity was only (100,000 
bushels.
